Campground Fee Schedule Announced 





Fees ranging from $1 to $4 will be charged at 231 campgrounds in the 
National Forests of Oregon and Washington this year, according to Regional 
Forester R.E. (Dick) Worthington, Pacific Northwest Region of the Forest 
Service. 

Another 772 campgrounds in the National Forests of the two states can 
still be used without charge. A few campgrounds that sustained winter 
storm and vandalism damage may be closed indefinitely. 

Fees for overnight use will be charged only at campgrounds having 
designated tent or trailer spaces, drinking water, access roads, refuse 
containers, toilet facilities, campfire facilities, reasanabli@i visitor! Ral
